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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

2. The base claims of the application are claims 1, 8 and 13. They can be 

summarized as follows: 

Claim 1 covers a composite comprising: 
-fiber/resin tubing including a central axis, 

-an elongated truss having a longitudinal axis and including two or more wires 
and a plurality of diametral fibers, 

wherein the truss fits within the tubing such that the central axis of the tubing and the 
longitudinal axis of the truss are coaxial and the diametral fibers are connected to the 
tubing with resin. 

Claim 8 covers a composite comprising: 

-fiber/resin tubing including a central axis, 

-an elongated truss having a longitudinal axis and including a wire and a plurality 
of diametral carbon fibers forming bundles around the wires, 
wherein the truss fits within the tubing such that the central axis of the tubing and the 
longitudinal axis of the truss are coaxial and the diametral fibers are connected to the 
tubing with resin. 

Claim 13 covers a composite comprising: 

-fiber/resin tubing including a central axis, 

-an elongated truss having a longitudinal axis and including at least two wires 
and a plurality of diametral carbon fibers forming circular bundles around the wires, 
wherein the truss fits within the tubing such that the central axis of the tubing and the 
longitudinal axis of the truss are coaxial and the diametral fibers are connected to the 
tubing with resin, and the diametral fibers are substantially equal length from the 
longitudinal axis of the truss. 

Note : Support for the language added to claims 1 and 8 via the amendment submitted 
with the 10 March 2005 response ("the last response") is found in original claim 13. 
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3. The prior art of record fails to teach or suggest composites having all of the 
features now recited in claims 1, 8, or 13. 

4. The 35 USC 103 rejection of claims 1-15 as unpatentable over Abel (US- 
5,582,744) is withdrawn in view of the amendments and arguments presented in the last 
response. The arguments on pages 5 and 6 of the response are deemed persuasive. 

5. The 15 December 2003 IDS citation sheet has been revised to show the correct 
patentees' names and dates for US patents 5,450,870 and 5,860877.
